Sept. 25.-—Archbishop 
John Ireland of the St. Paul diocese 
of the R em an Catholic church, died 
here a t 3:55 o’clock today a fte r an ill­ 
ness from h eart disease and stom ach 
trouble. 
He w'as 80 years old. 
A rchbishop Ireland's strong A m eri­ 
canism , lirs t put to the test when the 
civil war began, 
was 
m anifested 
afresh when the U nited S tates en­ 
tered the world conflict. 
No sooner 
had congress form ally declared war 
on G erm any than the archbishop call­ 
ed upon people of his faith to rem em ­ 
ber th a t they were A m ericans above 
all other ties and declared it their 
duty to help in every w ay. 
L ater 
when occasion demanded, he advocat­ 
ed purchases of liberty bonds and con­ 
tributions to the Red C ross and to 
various relief funds. 
In this course he followed consist- 
ntly a p a rt he took in a fam ous con­ 
troversy which antedated his ‘T a ri- 
bault plan.’’ 
It resulted from a p eti­ 
tion m ade to Rome to create in the 
United S tates G erm an parishes w ith 
parochial schools w ith orders th a t the 
G erm an language be tau g h t in these 
institutions. 
Its sponsors sought to 
onceai the purpose of the plan by 
proposing also th a t it be followed by 
other nationalities, but the archbishop 
saw the fallacy of the idea and h asten­ 
ed to Rome, where he successfully 
com batted it.

A t 
tne head of the valley and barring the 
way lies Metz, ranking w ith S trass- 
burg as one of the two g reat bul­ 
w arks of the G erm an southw estern 
frontier. 
M etz is a city of 
60,000 
population, its chief industries being 
the 
m anufacture 
of 
weapons, 
clothes, shoes and hats. 
As a fortress Metz has been im por­ 
ta n t since the Rom an era. 
Since th at 
tim e it has never succumbed to frontal 
attack. Its present system of fo rtifi­ 
cations includes 28 detached 
forts 
which encircle the city proper. 
The 
outer chain of defenses, built 
w ithin 
the la st tw’o decades, and undoubtedly 
perfected since the outbreak of the 
present w ar, extend to Thionville on 
the north and G ravelotte on the w est. 
W est and southw est of Metz the 
course of the Moselle is lined w ith 
high, wooded hills. 
The 
German 
fortress also is protected by heights 
and woods northw ard. 
On the south, 
however, the te rra in is m ore open 
w ith few hills and little wood. 
From the A m erican lines southw est 
of Metz the nearest fo rts are F orts 
H aeseler and de Sommy on the right 
bank of the Moselle and F o rt Kron- 
prinz on the left bank. 
F o rt de Som­ 
my is less th an five m iles from 
the 
French town of Annville on the F ran ­ 
co-German border. 
The fo rts su r­ 
rounding Metz w ere sim ilar to those 
a t Liege, which were notable for their 
disappearing tu rre ts. 
G erm an guns, 
however, overcam e these forts. 
Metz is also an im portant point on 
the railw ay line supplying the Ger­ 
man line eastw ard from Laon. 
The fall of M etz not only 
would 
probably seal the fa te of the iron and 
coal fields,, but through the severance 
of railw ay lines, im peril the German 
line w est to Laon and thence north­ 
w ard to the Belgium coast. 
All re­ 
ports of a possible G erm an retire­ 
m ent in the w est have indicated th at 
Metz would form one of the bastions 
of the Germ an defense. 


In his letter to the .secretary of the 
interior, approving the cam paign of

they need also training in science and 
a knowledge of physics and chem is­ 
try , of soils and fertilisers, of plants 
and anim als and th eir disease and 
how to protect ag ain st them , of the 
cultivation and harvesting of crops, 
of m arketing, of balanced rations for 
domestic anim als, of m achinery 
and 
its use and care, of the sim ple form s 
of engineering and architecture, of 
bookkeeping and banking, of the san i­ 
tation of the sam e, the care of chil­ 
dren, and m any other things on which 
their success and their health 
and 
happiness depend. 
A full round of 
knowledge, such as is needed for suc­ 
cess in no other occupation. 
Also the 
farm er and the farm er’s wife m ust 
know not only the sep arate facts of 
these but the underlying principles 
as well, to enable them to direct th eir 
work intelligently and to adjust them ­ 
selves to constantly changing condi­ 
tions. 
Such knowledge and training 
can not be given effectively in the 
M omentary schools alone. 
Much of it 
can be given only in high schools and 
college*, and to boys and g ills of high 
school and college age. 
The place 
which farm ers hold in the affairs of 
the nation and the world and 
the 
value of th eir work have b^en reveal­ 
ed by the w ar. 
The im portance 
of 
these will not be less when the w ar 
is over. It is of the utm ost im portance 
th at they be able to fill their places 
and do th eir work intelligently 
and 
well. 
T hat they m ay be prepared for 
this, the schools for the farm ers’s chil- 
dien in sm all towns and villages and 
in the open country should be b etter 
supported and constantly im proved 
and no boy or girl should be kept out 
of the elem entary school or 
high 
school when attendance is possible. 
In so fa r as the d ra ft laws and the 
absolute necessities of the home will 
perm it, every country boy and every 
country girl, who are prepared fo r it, 
should go to college, university or 
norm al school.

Young Women Hung on 
Nails and Nude Bodies 
Slashed With Knives 
and Bayonets 


(By Associated Press) 
D allas, Sept. 21.—People w'ho doubt 
the barbarity of the H un should read 
the lette r received here recently from 
Corporal W. It. Few ell of this city 
w'ho has w itnessed the crim es com m it­ 
ted by the G erm ans in the present 
w ar. 
“In the advance on the M arne,” 
reads the letter, “I saw young wom­ 
en hung on nails and th eir nude bodies 
cut to shreds by G erm an knives and 
bayonets. I have seen the dead bodies 
of A m erican soldiers m utilated, stab ­ 
bed, cut and slashed a fte r they were 
killed. 
“ B ut the chances they g et to butch­ 
er up A m erican soldiers are few and 
fa r between, fo r the A m ericans are 
not being captured in any g reat num ­ 
bers. 
“I did not believe such things could 
be possible in the civilized w'orld. 
I 
saw Huns bom bard a hospital a t Cha­ 
lon fo r 24 hours w ithout ceasing. 
I 
have seen them gas old men and wom­ 
en w'ho w ere unable to g et out of the 
way. 
I have seen hundreds of aged 


men and women take w hat they could 
on a w heelbarrow and leave 
their 
homes only to retu rn when the land 
had been recaptured to find 
their 
hom es had been robbed and burned 
to the ground. 
“It would do you good to see the 
Y anks in the fight. 
They go in to 
kill. 
One A m erican who had been in 
the battle for some hours had his gun 
shot out of his hand. 
L ater his right 
arm w’as shot aw ay. He w as fighting 
hand-to-hand w ith the boche. 
W ith 
his left he whipped out his trench 
knife and plunged it into the heart 
of the big Hun. 
In try in g to extract 
the knife and g et some 
m ore 
he . 
broke the blade off in the German. 
But he did not stop. 
He took the 
handle of the knife and clubbed an­ 
other H un’s brains out before 
they 
finally killed him ."

A m erican prisoners captured are to r­ 
tured and the bodies of dead soldiers 
m utilated by the H uns when they 
have been killed, even civilians being 
butchered.

A ustin, Sept. 23.— G overnor Hobbj 
has been officially advised th a t the 
arm y officers on duty a t the U niver­ 
sity of Texas, the Texas A. and M. 
college and the Rice In stitu te a t H ous­

from civilians fo r entrance into the 
officers’ train in g schools . All regis­ 
tra n ts betw een the ages of 18 and 46 
are eligible to apply to the com m and­ 
ing officer a t eith er one of the three 
schools m entioned except th a t no a p ­ 
plication will be entertained from civ­ 
ilians who are in deferred classes on 
industrial or agricu ltu ral grounds. 
If 
a re g istran t is in a deferred' class on 
account of industrial or agricultural 
Claims he m ust first waive his defer­ 
m ent and be reclassified by the ex­ 
em ption board before he can apply 
fo r entrance into an officers’ training 
school. 
No re g istra n t can apply fo r en­ 
trance into an officers’ traih in g camp 
until he has received his question­ 
naire and has been classified. 
It may 
be, however, th a t local 
exem ption 
boards will furnish individual reg is­ 
tran ts, who intend to apply fo r adm is­ 
sion, th eir questionnaires and w ill eir- 
deavor to classify them im m ediately 
so th a t their applications will not be 
delayed. 
The first selection of civilian appli­ 
cants will be m ade by com m anding 
officers of the various central offi­ 
cers’ training schools as heretofore. 
Civilians in class 1A, adm itted to offi­ 
cers’ training schools will be required 
to enlist for the duration of the w ar 
and if not found to be quail!ied to 
receive com m issions will be required 
to rem ain in the service. 
C ivilians in 
deferred classes m ay, if not found 
qualified fo r com m issions upon com­ 
pletion of the course of training, be 
given the option of a discharge from 
the service and resto ratio n of original 
classification under the selective se r­ 
vice regulations. 
A pplications fo r the officers’ tra in ­ 
ing cam ps can not be received by the 
supervisor of the selective service law 
or by the exem ption boards.

were lorm ahy welcomed by the peo­ 
ple ot Hryan.

was by Kev. J. W. Holsapple after 
winch Dr. Bizzell was 
introduced 
and delivered the address of 
the 
morning. 
The service flag of the 
academy occupied a conspicuous place 
on the back drop and a large framed 
picture of President Wilson, draped 
with United States flags, stood on the 
floor of the stage immediately 
in 
iront of the footlights. 
Dr. Bizzell in his address told the 
boys of the wonderful 
effect 
of 
worthy educators on the lives of stu­ 
dents and advised the students that 
they should emulate the men with 
whom they come into contact in their 
college life. 
He also emphasized m ilitary train­ 
ing as a valuable assistant in the de­ 
velopment of character. 
A criticism 
was made by a student who complain­ 
ed that m ilitary training tended to 
make liars of the boys, while another 
boy answered th a t it merely brought 
out the liar in the boy. Hence he ex­ 
pressed the belief that military train­ 
ing has the effect of bringing out the 
best there is in a man. 
He sought to impress upon the boys 
the thought that there is a moral obli­ 
gation resting upon every young man 
in the nation to be intelligent 
now. 
Intelligence of the high order is the 
demand of tire tithes and wilt be the 
great demand in the days of recon­ 
struction after the war. 
He said he

It having come to the notice of the 
council that there were several Bohe 
mans and Boles in this county who 
uave failed to take their naturaliza- 
ion papers und are technically alien 
nenucs, being either citizens of Aus­ 
tria or Germany, and realizing that 
ooth Hie Bohemians and Foies anu 
• heir kindred have always been lib- 
rty loving people, and that they have 
tood for individual rights and have 
at various times attem pted to estab 
iish a sovereignity of their own peo­ 
ple but have h«en crushed by the 
ilapsburgs or Hohenzolierns, and that 
they are in nowise in sympathy with 
Germany or Austria in this war; 
We, therefore! say to them 
aud 
their kindred in Brazos county and in 
the United States that we believe in 
their lo) atty in our cause and in the 
allies cause, knowing that they have 
never failed 
or faltered and their 
.-un* nave gone forth to battle and 
that they have at all times responded 
liberally with their means and that 
we do not consider them alien em­ 
mies but friends and comrades in this 
war. 
It has been brought to the atten­ 
tion of the council of defense 
of 
Brazos county that we have 
many 
citizens of italy among us and that 
in the last registration many have 
registered as citizens of italy. Know 
mg that Italy is one of our allies in 
this war and that our cause is her 
cause, we a.->k that when it comes to 
going to war that they waive their 
citizenship and go into the army of 
tho United States. 
We do not believe that the Italians 
of this county wish to claim their cit 
i/.cnship in Italy in order to avoid tak 
ing up arms and fighting for our 
cause. However, if they prefer to go 
into the Italian arm y the council of 
defense will assist them in securing 
i abstinent in that army. 
W’e commend the Italians for their 
patriotism and for their sons 
that 
have gone forth to battle and for the 
money that they have advanced the 
government, and for the work that 
they have done for the cause and we 
ask that they do everything in their 
power to promote the cause of the 
United States and of Italy and the 
allies in order to hasten the end of 
the war.

Mr. Plagens was a member of the 
Sons of Herman and the Knights of 
Honor. 
His illness was only of 40 minutes 
duration and was produced by an a t­ 
tack of acute diabetes.

Motorman Worthington was bruis­ 
ed so badly he was not working to­ 
day, and two negro men were slightly 
hurt. It was stated by Hardy’s father 
that a negro woman was quite badly 
hurt and was taken home in an auto, 
but this information 
had not been 
conveyed to Manager Levinson of the 
lailway company.

mile and a half from Bryan, the car 
leaving the track 
and striking the 
switch stand at the Y. The car was 
almost demolished. The cause of the 
accident beyond these facts has not 
been determined. 
None of the white passengers on 
the car were injured. 


Ay has been his custom since he as­ 
sumed the presidency of A. and M. 
college President W. B. Bizzell de­ 
livered the first chapel address of the 
new year at College yesterday morn­ 
ing, taking advantage of the oppor­ 
tunity to present for the considera­ 
tion of the students some suggestions 
calculated to help them in their spir­ 
itual and intellectual life and their at­ 
titude toward the work of the year. 
Basing his address upon the prayer

Dr. Bizzell 
said 
among other things th a t all of us 
should desire to be intelligent and 
that one of the lessons that has come 
from the war is the moral obligation 
to be intelligent. 
It does not require 
intelligence to become a Christian, so 
simple is the plan of salvation, the 
speaker explained, but one who is not 
intelligent can’t be of as large Chris­ 
tian service 
in 
the world as on= 
who is. 
Some of the other points brought 
out were that no man can be respect­ 
ed hereafter who is intelligent and 
falls down on the job" to which he 
is assigned, and that no student has a 
moral right to leave College and deny 
himself training calculated to better 
fit himself for his country’s service 
simply because he hasn’t the backbone 
to meet the new and more strenuous 
demands that are made upon him. 
E. Neumer. one of the soldiers, sang 
a vocal solo at this service. 
Rev. J. W. Holsapple, pastor of the 
Christian church a t Bryan, spoke at 
the night service of the Y. M. C. A. 
upon Christ’s commission to preach 
the gospel to every creature. 
The 
gospel, the speaker, explained, 
is 
God’s message of love to humanity, 
and th emeans of salvation from sin. 
He declared, too, th a t every man can 
believe the gospel who wants to, that 
all who have accepted it are respon­ 
sible for carrying its story to others, 
that obedience follows belief and that 
Christians are obligated to live by 
the word of God.

ward son such lieniency as a jury in 
the district court could indulge Mon­ 
day morning.

stories, but finally confessed. 
His 
parents were notified of his condition 
and several letters were exchanged 
between the mother and District At­ 
torney W. C. Davis. 
After the boy 
had been indicted by the grand jury, 
the mother came to Bryan and dis­ 
cussed the situation with Judge Davis, 
who agreed finally to letting 
him 
plead guilty and receiving a suspend­ 
ed sentence. 
Accordingly Monday morning 
he 
was arraigned before Judge H. S. 
Morehead, entered his plea of guilty. 
Judge Davis stated the case for the 
state and Mrs. Morgan then made a 
little talk to the jury. 
She said the 
boy had alw ays been a good 
boy 
around home, but that he was filled 
with wanderlust. 
He had traveled 
the country over, been in many jails 
for different minor offenses and had 
given them considerable trouble. She 
told the jury that they are poor peo­ 
ple. her husband being a blacksmith 
in the employ of a railroad at Birm­ 
ingham.
